THE NATIONAL Health Service in 
England came into operation July 
5, 1948. Every professional or- 
ganization fought the new plan. 
In the beginning, only the den- 
tists practicing in industrial areas 
and in the outskirts of London 
joined. Occasionally one read in 
a newspaper that people in a small 
town with about twenty thousand 
inhabitants had to find treatment 
miles away as the dentists in a 
body refused to join the service. 
But slowly the resistance against 
the institution became less, and 
more and more dentists came into 


the scheme. Of 12,000 dentists in 
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British dentist describes den. 
tal conditions under National 
Health Service. 


England and Wales, nearly 95 per 
cent have joined. The dental pro. 
fession, thanks to its resistance, 
achieved a fairly good arrange. 
ment with the Ministry of Health 
in contrast with that received by 
the medical service; the main issue 
being that the dentist gets paid, 
not per capita, but for every item 
of treatment separately. 

What happened and why did 
the resistance among the profes 
sional men die down so quickly? 

Let me explain a few general 
facts to answer this question. Every 
adult in England has to pay a week 
ly contribution of from 95 cents 
up to $1.82 as a general insurance 
premium to give him sick pay, ul 
employment pay, retiring pension, 
and death benefits, among other 
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Mhings. This seems hard, not only 
son the lower classes of wage earn- 
ers, but also on the members of 
p — ithe middle classes who are suffer- 
fem ing already because of high taxa- 
Mi tion in England. These obligatory 
Ppayments make everybody feel they

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dental health conscious. The re- 
sult has been that considerable 
denture service, even for the ex- 
tremely young, has been the fate 
of all, not just of the average panel 
patient. “Blood and vulcanite” was, 
and, I am sorry to say, still is to 
some extent the slogan. The idea 
is to use this National Health Serv- 
ice to make the average human be- 
ing conscious of dental health by 
offering a free service, but at the 
same time to encourage the den- 
tist to become as conservative as 
possible. Hence the fees for any 
kind of conservative treatment are 
far more stimulating than the fees 
for extractions or dentures. 

The educational effects of the 
service on the public depend to a 
great extent on the dentists who 
are consulted and on the amount 
of time they can spare. Nobody 
can blame a busy dentist if he 
prefers quick and straight service, 
taking less time. for complicated 
dentistry, in his understandable 
wish to serve as many patients as 
possible in as short a time as possi- 
ble. He may even forego a greater 
income by doing so. We must be 
prepared to see the disadvantages 
that have been created by human 
overemphasis disappear slowly. 


Service Demand 


The Health Service in general 
already has cost far more than 
was anticipated. The patient wants 
to get as much as he can, many 
years of neglect have to be recov- 
ered, and the dentist likes to in- 
crease his income while he can. 
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He cannot do otherwise because 
the demand for his services has be- 
come so great. One can assume 
safely that after a number of years 
the public demand for service may 
become less acute. That will be the 
time to bring the service, if it has 
not been done already, to a higher 
level. 

In the meantime, dentists get a 
certain amount of liberty in mak- 
ing gold inlays, crowns, and jack- 
et crowns. The grant for bridges or 
gold dentures is still restricted, and 
quite understandably so, as the de- 
mand for the bare necessities of 
dental treatment is still great and 
will be for quite a number of years 
to come. 

Pessimists go as far as to forecast 
a breakdown of the Health Serv- 
ice owing to the heavy demand. 
At present, many dentists in the 
scheme threaten to walk out be- 
cause of the 20 per cent cut in 
fees decreed by the Minister; much 
against the wish of the profession. 
The professional man has a right 
to be assured that the Minister of 
Health does not use his Party’s 
majority to introduce measures 
against the profession’s interests 
or without proper consultation of 
the other party to the agreement. 


Professional Standing 

One fact emerges quite clearly. 
The dentist has become an impor- 
tant member of the community 
and has proved, or shall we say 
is proving, his worth. His income 
has grown tremendously; mount- 
ing in many cases to a monthly 
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check of $3,240 to $4,050 from the 
Ministry. In a test made on 5000 
dentists, it was learned that over; 
50 per cent earn far above the 
yearly amount of $7,200 ne 
stated by the Spens Committee for 
a thirty-three-hour week. We all 
know that at least 50 per cent of 
a dentist’s gross income goes into 
expenses. 


Dental Requirements 

The aim of the service is to com. 
plete satisfactorily all the treat 
ment the patient is willing to 
have that is necessary to insure 
dental fitness. It is the dentist's 
duty, when he has accepted a pa- 
tient, to note all the treatment 
necessary for dental fitness, and, 
with the approval of the Dental 
Estimates Board, to carry it out 
with a proper degree of skill and 
attention. Certain forms are issued 
which the dentist has to complete 
and send to the Board for approv. 
al or refusal. After the patient has 
confirmed on a form that his treat 
ment has been carried out, the 
dentist forwards his various forms 
to the Board through his Exect 
tive Council and receives his pay: 
ment by check promptly by the 
end of the month. Great care i 
being taken to avoid any unnecet 
-sary delay. It is pleasing for the 
dentist that he does not need to 
worry any more about waiting for 
his money, or to go after it onl} 
to be met by lame excuses from 
patient who was at first so grate 
ful for the good treatment. 

The dentist is asked to provide 
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proper and sufficient surgery and 
feception room accommodations, 
witable equipment and _instru- 
ments; to keep records of treat- 
ment provided; to permit inspec- 
fion of surgery and_ reception 
room; and to produce records for 
adental officer of the Ministry after 
having received reasonable no- 
tice. 
When a dentist completes an 
application for inclusion on the 
list (available at every post office), 
he undertakes to abide by the con- 
ditions and terms of service which 
are in operation. The patient, 
wherever he lives, can apply for 
dental treatment from a dentist 
whose name is on the list and who 
is willing to accept him under the 
scheme. He can change his dentist 
without any formality. There is no 
dental card or certificate. Before 
treatment is begun, the patient only 
has to put his signature to a state- 
ment (on the dental estimate form) 
that he wants treatment under the 
National Health Service. 

The point has emerged in prac- 
lice that a patient has a right to 
demand extraction of a tooth or 
several teeth even against his den- 
tist’s advice. This practice seems 
unwise, even dangerous, but the 
general practice with the Health 
Service seems to be that the cus- 


tomer is always right. But here 


again, | assume, that will adjust 
itself satisfactorily in time. Any 
sttanger on a visit to the British 


Isles can avail himself of the serv- 
ice, 
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A dentist engaged in the Nation- 
al Health Service still has the right 
to keep his private patients. It is 
left to the dentist to devote as much 
time to the service as he is willing 
to give. He takes his patients ac- 
cording to his appointment book. 
Here often arises a difficulty be- 
tween the private and the National 
Health patient. The private patient 
prepared to pay his dentist’s fees 
as before will find an earlier op- 
portunity of getting an appoint- 
ment than a patient under the 
service. This fact causes resent- 
ment and bitterness, and even a 
feeling that a dentist wishes to 
sabotage the service. I need hardly 
add that this attitude is without 
any basis and that the public has 
to be reasonable and to consider 
the position of the dentist, too. 

The sudden rush for dental 
treatment has raised unavoidable 
problems for the dentist. He is 
trying to solve them by practicing 
longer hours and performing treat- 
ments in a shorter time. The result 
is not always as good as the inten- 
tion, but the only effective answer 
to this difficulty seems to be that 
a dentist should not take more pa- 
tients than he can treat adequately. 
The whole dental profession is 
faced with an ethical problem of 
first-class magnitude. Despite the 
good remuneration for some treat- 
ment, considerable altruism is de- 
manded of the professional man in 
his wish to give to the Nation.the 
best he can.

this form of service and many pre- 
vious forms is that the whole of 
the Nation has been given the bene- 
fit of making use of it. 

For many dentists, there is sim- 
ply no choice; they have to accept 
it as their only means of liveli- 
hood. We all prefer to live in a 
world where everyone earns enough 
to pay his own dentist privately. 
It may be a comforting feeling, 
however, to the majority of the 
profession to have the service pro- 
vide them with a good standard 
of living in return for the effort 
they are prepared to give to im- 
prove and maintain the health of 
the Nation. 

What is the alternative to this 
comprehensive scheme? Apparent- 
ly it is a private service open to 
those who are fortunate enough to 
be able to pay for it themselves

In a period of economic depres- 
sion invariably coupled with high 
taxation the opportunities in a 
private practice, except among the 
small percentage of the wealthy, 
can lead only to a down trend. 
Patients are reluctant to pay for 
expensive treatment; the percent- 
age of outstanding money and bad 
debts is increasing dangerously. 

If a fair attitude can be expected 
from the government, the average 
dentist is at present better off in 
the service. He knows that a smaller 
fee is more than compensated for 
by higher gross profits and the 
important factor that the money 
due to him will arrive safely by 
the end of the month. As a result 
of my experience, however, I be- 
lieve that free enterprise is always 
preferable to state control; espe- 
cially in the fields of medicine and 
dentistry.

EDUCATION 


--- by Whom? 








BY DAVID TABAK, D.D.S. 


THE GAP THAT exists between the 
dental patient and the dentist is, 
taken by and large, wider than 
similar gaps between the patient 
and any other branch of the health 
professions. There seems to be 
such a thing as historic memory. 
People remember the dentist as a 
“tooth-puller,” a goldsmith, a 
“tooth carpenter’ —how far away, 
indeed, are we from the era of 
witchcraft and black magic? Yet, 


the average dentist today (not to 
mention the dental specialist) is 
capable of eliminating, by mouth 
treatments, pain, misery, and hope- 
lessness and transforming a per- 
son’s life into health, beauty, and 
happiness. 

The average patient, on the other 
hand, wants little beyond immedi- 
ate relief from toothache and a 
passable masticatory apparatus. 

The average dentist, today, 
dreams of beautiful inlays, life 
like porcelain restorations while 
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As a factor in patient educa- 
tion at the chair, this dentist 


fears self-interest. 


plugging away at amalgam “fill- 
ings.” The patient hates the drill, 
dreads the fee—even for the “amal- 
gams’—and looks with suspicion 
on the dentist who expatiates on 
the need and wisdom of long- 
range prophylaxis, dietary con- 
trol, and scientific restorations. 
The dentist sees and is frightened 
by the chain-reaction inherent in 
dental caries and neglected mucosa 
which often widen out far afield; 
leading to numerous constitution- 
al disturbances and serious illness- 
es. The patient reasons, consciously 
or intuitively, that the worst fate 
that could befall him, might be the 
loss of a tooth or teeth, so why 
worry? Many of his friends and 
neighbors seem to carry on minus 
one or more teeth, or minus all of 
their teeth—why can’t he? Why 
that fuss over something which is, 
after all, only a tooth? 

Barring a small group of com- 
paratively wide-awake persons, 
plus, possibly a few simple, trust- 
ing souls, the average patient is 
interested in having his toothache 
stopped. The minute you try to 
“educate” him by calling his at- 
tention to eleven more cavities 
scattered over the rest of his teeth; 
or, when you ask him why and how 
he gets by with those molars miss- 
ing, he will compare you to his 
barber who, after a shave, asks: 
“How about a shampoo? A hair 
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tonic?” The patient feels squeezed 
into a corner where, he thinks, 
an attempt is being made to mulct 
him of more money. The dentist, 
on the other hand, is often stopped 
dead in his tracks with his educa- 
tional talk undelivered, after notic- 
ing a tell-tale smile on the patient’s 
face. All of which leads us on to 
the other part of this article: 


Who Should Do It? 

For years dental authorities have 
been in full agreement that the 
best time for patient education is 
when the patient is in the dental 
chair and, the best and most ef- 
fective teacher by far, is, or should 
be, the dentist himself, right there 
and then. Now, if patient education 
leads to a more comprehensive 
diagnosis, a more inclusive treat- 
ment plan, and a greater outlay of 
money on the part of the patient, 
as it always does and really must, 
does it also carry a greater respon- 
sibility on the part of the dentist 
and, doesn’t he invariably follow 
up with some sort of assurance 
that this new restoration will out- 
last its cheaper’namesake? What 
makes him so sure? Besides, is 
such a “guarantee” ethically per- 
missible? On the other hand, if the 
risk is the same, why spend more 
money? Will the patient, with a 
century of clever salesmanship be- 
hind him, be impressed by the al- 
truistic health angle, or, will he 
tell himself that, by any other 
name, it still is the old game of 
selling him a higher bill of goods?

“The World's 
Greatest 
All-Round 


Marksman”

THE GREATEST “all-round marks- 
man” in the world today is Doc- 
tor Emmet O. Swanson, a mild- 
mannered, soft-spoken dentist of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, who 
served as a Lieutenant Colonel in 
the U.S. Marine Corps during 
World War II. Keen vision, a cool 
determined temperament, steady 
nerves, and a love of competition, 
have made it possible for Doctor 
Swanson to earn this title. His 
medals, trophies, and titles, coupled 
with unusual shooting feats, are 
so numerous that to mention them 
all at this time is impossible. 
Shooting his way to a place on 
the United States International 
Rifle Team of 1930 first brought 
him into national prominence. This 


team, organized to shoot in the 
World’s Rifle Championship match

Class.” In 1942 he was one of two 
American shooters holding the 
coveted “Masters Rating” with 
both rifle and pistol. 

One time he found himself in a 
tie with four other fine riflemen 
for first place. Each had shot a 
perfect score of 400 X 400. A 
shoot-off being necessary to deter- 
mine the winner, he won the match 
by shooting, in all, 500 consecu- 
tive bull’s-eyes. 

The skill of a great marksman 
shows up at its best under pres- 
sure or abnormal conditions. In 
1933 at Sea Girt, New Jersey, Doc- 
tor Swanson teamed up with a 
comparatively new man in the 
shooting game to shoot the tough 
Eastern Two-Man Team _ rifle 
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championship. After a bad north- 
easter, the weather turned cold and 
fingers had little feeling in them, 


even though it was July. We took 


our places on the firing line that 
morning; each wearing two shirts 
and two pair of trousers. The 
ground was wet and cold. The 
match called for 20 shots per man 
on a two-inch bull’s-eye at 100 
yards and the same number per 
man at 200 yards on a four-inch 


bull’s-eye. Shooting his half of the

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competition with the remarkable 
score of 396 X 400 points, Doctor 
Swanson and his team mate estab- 
lished a new record for the match 
that still stands after sixteen years, 

While shooting in the national 
championships of the United States, 
he has been a consistent medal win. 
ner. This consistency has won him 
a place medal in every important 
.30 caliber match on the National 
Championship schedule, with one 
exception. This record has no 
equal. It was made in competition 
with the best marksmen in this 
country and against picked rifle. 
men from the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Reserves, National Guard, 
and civilians. 

To become so proficient with 
arms it would seem that Doctor 
Swanson must spend all his time 
on the rifle and pistol ranges. While 
he does get in his share of shoot- 
ing, most of it is done these days 
in competition. Some years ago I 
spent a vacation with him at his 
home in Minnesota. At that time 
he showed me a small black spot 
on the wall of his basement. It was 
not more than 3/16 of an inch in 
diameter. He said, “That is where 
I practice my service rifle in the 
standing position.” He would 
stand at a distance of about twelve 
feet from this mark and sight and 
snap the trigger. There was, how- 
ever, no cartridge in the gun. This 
is called “dry firing” and simulates 
actual firing to quite an extent. 
While this method is not entirely 
satisfactory for a fellow who likes 


to feel the pound of the rifle 
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against his shoulder, it is a means 
of keeping essential coordination 
sharpened which is so necessary in 
the standing position. 

Doctor Swanson has been a help 
and inspiration to shooters all 
over the United States. Over a 
period of nineteen years his team 
mate has received honors, records, 
medals, cups and _ experienced 
thrilling feats, but he still feels the 
greatest thrill and honor was be- 
stowed upon him when he shot 
with Doctor Swanson in_ that 
tough match in 1933 at Sea Girt. 
When he is on a team, veteran 
shooters feel confident, young 
shooters are steadier, and every- 
one around says, “All’s well.” 


Heads National Group 

In 1934 Doctor Swanson was 
elected to the Board of Directors 
of the National Rifle Association. 
In 1948 he was elected President. 
The National Rifle Association is 
an organization composed of over 
300,000 members and about 5000 
or more rifle and pistol clubs 
throughout the United States, Ha- 
wail, and Alaska. He is without 
doubt one of the most popular 
presidents the organization has 
ever had. In his home state of Min- 
nesota he has been active for many 
years and has long been a mem- 
ber and an energetic leader in the 


Minneapolis Rifle and Pistol Club. 
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There is always a merry twinkle 
in Doctor Swanson’s eyes, but if 
you really want to see them light 
up just ask him about his wife 
and daughter. 

His Service record shows him 
entering the Marines as a first 
lieutenant of Ordinance. He was 
awarded the bronze star for meri- 
torious service during a terrific 
ammunition dump explosion on 
Okinawa and left the Service with 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 
He is on Reserve duty now with 
the same rank. 

This year the world’s rifle and 
pistol championships are to be 
held at Buenos Aires, Republic of 
Argentina, and it is likely that the 
United States will elect to send a 
team. This much is certain: If we 
do send a team to compete, no one 
will keep Doctor Swanson from 
taking a place on that team if he 
decides he wants to make his first 
trip to South America—for he is 
the greatest “all-round marksman” 
in the world today.

W hen Humor : 


Gets Out of Bounds

DENTISTS PATIENTS by the thous- 
ands—perhaps even millions—tre- 
cently laughed at the syndicated 
cartoon picturing a man in a den- 
tist’s chair with his eyes and his 
mouth snapped open in obvious 
astonishment. 

The caption below this bit of 
“humor” credited the dentist who 
was standing by the chair, with 
saying, “Open wide, sir . . . no, 
not your mouth ... I mean your 
pocketbook.” 

Naturally, most all who saw this 
cartoon recognized it as simply an 
attempt at comedy—with the den- 
tist as the butt of the joke. How- 
ever, the minds of many of these 
patients will be inclined to flash 
back to the cartoon the next time 
their dentists say, “Open wide, 
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please.” This simple recollection 
of the drawing would not in itself 
be of any concern if it were not 
coupled with the thought that prac- 
titioners are more concerned with 
dollars than with drilling, as inti- 
mated by the cartoon. 

This possibility cannot be dis- 
missed lightly. Today, pictures are 
potent selling tools. The drawings 
of some of the best known cartoon- 
ists are employed regularly to pro- 
mote a great variety of consumer 
products and_ services. Those 
whose commercial buying habits 
are swayed by such art work are 
also prospects for professional 
dental service. Thus, it is only 
logical to assume that drawings 
placing the dentist in a defensive 
position will also influence readers’ 
opinions—adversely. 

With such facts and their pos- 
sible consequences made apparent 
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There’s a double edge to humor and its sharper 


edge is ridicule. 


M io him, what then can the individ- 


yal ethical practitioner do to cor- 
rect such a situation? Well, that is 
not so difficult as may be imag- 
ined. The same media carrying car- 
toons to which he may justifiably 
object are also available for him 
to voice his disapproval. In vir- 
ally all newspapers and mag- 
azines there are sections devoted to 
“Letters to the Editor” where a 
reader's point of view may be ex- 
pressed openly and without charge. 

Only time enough to write a let- 
ter and the expenditure of a three- 
cent stamp are required by this 
eflective means of fighting confi- 
dence-destroying published mate- 
rial. Despite this, some dentists 
may hesitate to avail themselves of 
this opportunity because they feel 
that, individually and as a group, 


dentists are good sports. And that 


is true. But being a “regular fel- 
low” today may call for paying a 
high price tomorrow. There are 
organized proponents of ill-con- 
ceived plans at work now attempt- 
ing to develop acceptance for their 
ideas. Cartoons that are not drawn 
with any malice intended may aid, 
however, in building up doubts 
and misgivings regarding dentists 
and their calling. They should be 
stopped. 

Like some cartoonists, column- 
ists, too, on occasion include sting- 
ing barbs in their paragraphs that 
are of no help to dentistry gener- 
ally. Even some television comics 
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have dramatized the dentist unfav- 
orably—just for a laugh. 


Expressed Opinions 

Actually, letters to newspapers 
and magazine editors may accom- 
plish dual purposes. They inform 
responsible editors of the writers’ 
objections to published material, 
and later, if printed, all subscribers 
are given an opportunity to study 
the professional man’s views. Com- 
munications sent to radio and tel- 
evision stations to combat undesir- 
able use of the subject of dentistry 
may not be quoted on the air but 
they, too, exercise powerful in- 
fluence. Executives charged with 
judging public opinion from mail 
responses realize that everyone 
displeased with published or broad- 
cast material will not take the time 
to express such dissatisfaction in a 
letter. Because of this, each letter 
is looked upon as the reaction of 
not one but possibly as many as 
one thousand readers or listeners. 
Thus, a single letter may carry the 
weight of as many as a thousand 
expressed opinions. Your com- 
munication is important. 

Evidence of this fact is to be 
found in the history of the motion 
picture industry. In the early days 
of picture making, producers paid 
little attention to the feelings of the 
creeds, nationalities, and sects por- 
trayed on the screen. It was com- 
mon practice to represent most 
villains as Mexicans, and clerics

come the property of the government there is no return to private owner- 
isf ship. 

The CIO and AFL, some of the farm organizations, and unorganized 
low-income workers, are among the advocates of federal medical and 
dental care. They are for the Welfare State. Before they become too 
deeply involved they should look toward Great Britain and examine 
some of the laws on the books that have been passed by a Socialist Gov- 
ernment. They include: “After an emergency proclamation by the 
King—a mere form to carry out the cabinet’s decision—the government 
could arrest without warrant, prosecute anybody for causing a worker 
4 to withhold service, billet troops and carry out sweeping controls against 
loitering, trespass, interference . . . The powers include such things as 
compulsory direction of labor into jobs and places of work, detailed 
business controls, authority to requisition property, the dispossessing 
of inefficient farmers and landlords.” 

This is what the working man and his family would get, along with 
government subsidized housing, education, and health service.

New York (New York) Times: 
Colonel Lewis Huber Renfrow, former 
assistant Military Aide to President 
Truman, has been nominated by the 
Chief Executive for promotion to Brig- 
adier General. Colonel Renfrow, who is 
a dentist, is now serving as an assistant 
and military aide, to Louis Johnson, 
Secretary of Defense. 

A native of Cairo, Illinois, Colonel 
Renfrow is 54 years old and a graduate 
of the Southeast Missouri State College 
and the Washington University School 
of Dentistry at St. Louis. He served as 
an Army dentist in World War I. Re- 
cently he was made an honorary member 
of Battery D Association, 129th Field 
Artillery, which is made up of veterans 
who served with Mr. Truman in World 


War L. 


Chicago, (Illinois) Sun-Times: Sena- 
tor Lester C. Hunt, Wyoming dentist, 
recently went i>» Germany with the 
Senate Armed Services sub-committee 
of which he is a member. In company 
with Chairman Raymond Baldwin and 
Senator Estes Kefauver, he investigated 
the trials of Nazi storm-troopers accused 
in the Malmedy massacres, which oc- 
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curred during the Battle of the Bulge in 
December, 1944. The hearings were 
carried on in Munich to determine the 
validity of the charges that confessions 
were wrung from the accused by physi. 
cal brutality and mock trials. At one 
point the hearings were interrupted to 
permit the members of the subcommittee 
to attend the Interparliamentary Union 
Conference in Stockholm, Sweden, as 
delegates appointed by Vice President 
Barkley. 


Detroit, (Michigan) News: A te 
ceipted bill carrying the signature of 
Francis Gouraud, Daguerre’s agent in 
the United States, shows that Samuel A, 
Bemis, Boston dentist, bought one of the 
first cameras sold in the United States, 
He paid $51 for it and the copper plates 
used were $2 apiece. The date was 
April 15, 1840. : 

Four days after the purchase Doctor 
Bemis photographed the King’s Chapel ; 
Burial Ground making what is now the 
third oldest daguerreotype still in ex- 
istence. It was the first picture ever made 
in Boston and the best of three first 
American photographs. The exposure 
was twenty-five minutes and develop 
ment required forty minutes. 

The camera, as well as the historic 
picture made with it, went on display 
when the largest photographic museum 
in the United States, George Eastman 
House, opened its doors in Rochester, 
New York. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Bulle 
tin: Doctor William C. Poulson, a den- 
tist who turned to art as a diversion, 
has found that even an amateur caf 
get a solo showing if he is sufficiently 
persistent. His pictures were im 4 
month-long display at the Sullivan Me- 
morial Library, Temple University. Doc 
tor Poulson, who early in life determined 
on a career as a violinist, had to give 
up the idea when he received an injuty 
to his bow arm. 

The esthetic interest persisted and he 
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began to study art as a pupil of Nicola 
D’Ascenzo and the late Paul Martel, 
and has exhibited at the Woodmere Art 
Gallery, the Print Club, and the Phila- 
delphia Sketch Club, of which he is a 
member. Best of his ten water colors is 
an ensemble of sailing crafts. The in- 
terior of Independence Hall and the 
water works at Fairmont Park and Whit- 
taker’s Mill, have claimed Doctor Poul- 
son’s interest as the subject matter for 
pencil sketches. In etching he has 
“Palmers Mill” to his credit, and he 
also reproduced in aquatint a dreamy. 
impressionistic view of the Delaware 
River bridge with Camden lights seen in 
the distance. 


Cedar Rapids (lowa) Gazette: Doctor 
Stephan D. Buelef, a native of Bulgaria, 
long ago decided that he wanted to raise 
hybrid grapes in Iowa. Friends said it 
was a preposterous idea but last spring 
he planted hybrid grapes. Now in their 
first year, the vines are bearing large 
solid bunches. 

“I waited 28 years to grow grapes,” 
the dentist said, “and finally I found 
conditions right.” 

Standing in the midst of his year-old 
vines, anyone can see that not only 
the conditions were right, but also that 
the magic touch and care of Buelef are 
responsible to a great extent. Doctor 
Buelef plants and tends his vines with 
Old Country technique, but he points 
out that in Europe they raise cheap, 
small grapes; nothing like the fine 
better-bred grapes of this country. 
Buelef believes that too many leaves 
make the grapes suffer from malnutri- 
tion, so he removes all late shoots. 
Among his seventy vines there are three 
varieties: Fredonia, an early grape; 
Muscatel and Neagarra Golden, later 
varieties. 

Buelef was born in Razgrad, Bulgaria, 
of Macedonian parents. He became in- 
terested in vineyards when he was about 
ten years old. In 1920 he came to this 
country and began to paint landscapes 
near Waterloo, Iowa, for $5 and $10 
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each. Later he dug ditches and worked 
as a cook to earn his way through den- 
tal school at the University of Iowa. 


Seattle (Washington) Times: Tossed 
into Lake Washington when his out- 
board motorboat bounced off a wave, 
Doctor Arne G. Lauritzen, 41-year-old 
dentist, narrowly missed being run down 
by the boat as it ran in circles at full 





speed 200 yards south of the Floating 
Bridge. Lauritzen paddled out of the 
boat’s path twice before he was able to 
swim to the Bridge where he was picked 
up in a rowboat by H. J. Percival. 

Doctor Lauritzen, who lives at 1314 
Lakeside Avenue S., was thrown from 
the boat as it struck a wave while he 
was making a sharp turn. “That would 
have been something—run down by my 
own boat,” he said. “It missed me by 
an arm’s length.” 


Columbus (Ohio) Dispatch: Doctor 
O. J. Fillinger, a native of Norway, 
has made a hobby of politics. In June, 
1945, he was appointed to the City 
Council of Columbus, and in November 
of that year he was elected to a full 
four-year term. He is chairman of the 
Council’s finance committee. Doctor 
Fillinger, 52, is a prominent dentist and 
his two sons, George O. and Robert J., 
are associated with him in the practice 
of dentistry at 226 Thurman Avenue. 


Boston (Massachusetts) Herald: Doc- 
tor Herbert I. Margolis of 816 Common- 
wealth Avenue, Newton, President of 
the American Academy of Dental Sci- 
ence, has gone to Europe to make a 
special study of dental school teaching 
methcds. At the same time he will give 
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lectures in France, Switzerland, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Holland, Austria, Italy, 
Ireland, and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. His trip is being sponsored by 
Tufts College Dental School. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Bulle- 
tin: Doctor Ricardo Cuadra, Vice 
Counsel of Nicaragua, practices den- 
tistry at 1930 Chestnut Street. He thinks 
his native Managua is a fine place; not 
only as a result of “the coffee and 
bananas and a temperature hot,” but 
because of the high standing of the local 
poets. There are more composers of 
verse per square yard in the little Cen- 
tral American country than in Green- 
wich Village. A common greeting among 
Nicaraguans is “Good Morning, Poet.” 
Besides being a dentist, Doctor Cuadra 
is an artist and many volumes of his 
short stories and poems appear on the 
shelves of his Chestnut Street studio. 


Seattle (Washington) Times: At the 
Amateur Trapshooting Association’s 
tournament held in Vandalia, Ohio, 
Doctor O. T. Dean, 7l-year-old dentist 
of Seattle, won the Sports Afield Trophy 
for outshooting the rest of the medical 
and dental profession with 96. The fol- 
lowing day the Association celebrated 
its golden anniversary honoring the only 
man, Charles Young, 94, of Springfield, 


Ohio, who has fired in its fifty fea-

Q.—I have a patient with a chronic 
gingival condition that has been difficult 
to treat. He is a physician with a large 
Gingival Condition practice. He takes reasonable care of 
his mouth, but he definitely does not 
get a proper amount of rest. Could that 
be a contributing factor? 

Roentgenograms are negative. The 
gingivae are sensitive and bleed fre- 
quently. The tenderness is general 
throughout the mouth, but is most pro- 
nounced between the upper centrals. 

I scale the teeth about every three 
months and have tried penicillin, vitamin 
therapy, and some mouthwashes, but 
have had little success.

If the roentgenograms 
show little or no alveolar atrophy 
you are not treating a case of peri- 
odontitis and, therefore, there may 
not be much traumatic occlusion. 
It might be well, however, to test 
carefully for traumatic stresses and 
correct any; even if apparently not 
serious. 

We find in such cases that home 
care is the final answer, if we have 
the opportunity to give the profes- 
sional care that we deem necessary. 
Adequate home care means a 
minimum of ten minutes of brush- 
ing, taping, and interdental stimu- 
lating every day. I believe that with 
this cooperation on the part of 
your patient, there will be a steady 
improvement in the gingival condi- 
tion despite lack of rest —GEORGE

Mucous Gland Cyst 


Q.—A patient, a man 35, was referred 
to me by a physician because of a pecul- 
iar recurring lesion present in his 
mouth. For the last few months, in the 
bicuspid molar region of the left side of 
the mandible, there has appeared a 
blister filled with clear fluid. This blister 
is on the cheek tissue, not the alveolar 
ridge. The second bicuspid and all 
molars have been removed. This blister 
will rise rather rapidly, last a couple 
of hours, break and drain; and in a few 
days the mucous membrane sloughs off 
leaving a rough, denuded area which 
eventually is covered with scar tissue. 
The blister does not appear in any other 
area. No appliances are worn. There 
has been a biopsy made of this tissue 
and there was no evidence of malignan- 
cy, only infiltration. Could this be a 
gland that becomes plugged? I should 
appreciate your help on this problem. 
—R. A. K., Wisconsin. 
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A.—You describe a mucous 
gland cyst in your letter. We have 
had success in eliminating these 
by opening and then taking a 
stitch through the gland with fine 
silk—GEorRGE R. WARNER. 


Mandibular Nerve Block

Fluorine 


Q.—I know that fluorine does not 
penetrate the placenta of a pregnant 
woman to the fetus to benefit the de- 
velopment during pregnancy. Therefore, 
I should appreciate receiving your ex- 
planation of how the vitamins A, B, C, 
D, and calcium, given in additional 
amounts to women during pregnancy, 
penetrate the placenta, or how the fetus 
receives these vitamins for its develop- 
ment in utero.—F. G. G., Dominican

A.—The fetus is fed and 
nourished through the maternal 
circulation via the placenta. All the 
required food elements for the 
growth of the fetus; whether they 
are carbohydrates, proteins, fats, 
vitamins, or minerals, go through 
the placenta into the fetal circula- 
tions. 

The principal minerals in the 
human body are calcium, phospho- 
rus, potassium, sulfur, chlorine, 
magnesium, and iron. Then there 
are traces of several other minerals, 
among which is fluorine; therefore, 
fluorine does go into the fetal cir- 
culation although it is not compar- 
able in importance to many, if not 
most, of the other materials.— 
GeorcE R. Warner. 
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Loss of Enamel! 


Q.—I have a patient, a man 40 years 
of age, whose condition is causing me 
great concern. In the past two years he 
has visited my office several times show- 
ing erosion both on the lingual and 
buccal surfaces. He noticed this con- 
dition around 1925 and went to a den- 
tist who painted the teeth a few times 
with 10 per cent silver nitrate. This did 
not stop the erosion. 

In 1944 while in the Army he was in 
Oklahoma and went to a dentist for a 
checkup and to have. his teeth re- 
stored. The dentist gave him a pre- 
scription for 2 per cent sodium fluoride 
solution. He put a small amount of the 
solution on the toothbrush and brushed 
his teeth twice a day for about six 
months. This did not seem to help. 

This patient has a regular examina- 
tion every three months and the places 
restored that show evidence of erosion. 
His teeth are not sensitive even to 
drilling. 

Would putting porcelain jackets on 
these teeth stop this erosion to the ex- 
tent that he would not have to have any 
more treatment done on the teeth? 

He does not eat many sweets, chew 
gum, nor drink to excess. 

If you can make any suggestions for 
treatment, I shall be thankful to you. 
—M. B., Louisiana. 


A.—Without knowing more of 
the eating and particularly drink- 
ing habits of your patient, it is 
not possible to assign a cause for 
the loss of enamel of which you 
speak. 

We know that the daily use of 
lemon juice will cause a serious 
loss of enamel. The same is true if 
one is taking hydrochloric acid to 
make up for a deficiency of hy- 
drochloric acid in the stomach. 
Brushing the teeth with soda will 
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also cause a loss of enamel. [fj
